Even If It la only 
a handful of farmers, who- if ant to 
enter J>auvllle on Sunday, we are In 
.favor of allowing them the same 
privileges that are allowed other citi- 
zens. .We are against making the 
farmer tho goat In any case. If the 
farmer fa violating the State law 
.when he enters the city on Sunday 
:wlth his produce, which he does not 
•offer for sale until a week day, every 
'drummer, traveling salesman, or busi- 
ness man who leaves or comes into 
oar city on Sunday, Is also violating 
a State Law. 
The police consider it 


prlma facie «ridencc that any farmer 
entering therglty on Sunday Is violat- 
ing the State Law and immediately 
arrest him. It seems to us that it 
•would also be prlma facie evidence 
that over 95 per cent, of the men 
leaving and arriving in our city on 
Sunday, are doing so in order that 
they!K*ay transact business the first 
thing Monday morning; that all these 
men -should be immediately arrested 
the same as the farmers. During the 
winter .months, when farmers are 
bringing their tobacco to market, very 
few men leave and arrive In our city 
on Sunday except for business pur- 
poses.
